(W-2) received from the em ploy­ 
er, covering renum eration su b ­ 
ject to w ithholding, m ay be used 
by the taxpayer if th e gross in ­ 
come from such renum eration is 
less than $5000.00 
and income 
from dividends and interest does 
not exceed $100.00. 


THE FILING of this form is very 
simple. On the face of the form 
you fill in line 1, w riting the to ­ 
tal of the w ages show n on this 
receipt and any other receipts 
from other em ployers.

2 you w rite the total of your d iv ­ 
idends and interest, from w hich 
no tax was w ithheld. Line 3 is 
the total of line 1 and line 2.

1946 Fire Damage 
Tops 1945 Result 
of Two Big Fires 


In a com prehensive report to 
City M anager W illiam E. Al- 
w orth, F ire Chief Bill Leonesio 
revealed th a t 1946 was a worse 
year from the fire standpoint 
th an 1945. 
W hile th ere w ere only two 
m ore fires in 1946 th an in 1945, 
the total loss was alm ost nine 
tim es greater. This is blam ed on 
two single big fires w hich in 
them selves took m ore th an $150,­ 
000 in dam ages. 


LAST YEAR there w ere 85 
fires in tow n w hile the year be­ 
fore, there w ere 83 fires. 
Total loss due to fires last year 
was $281,194 and in 1945, $29,­ 
975. G reatest loss occasioned in 
two fires, th e veterans’ housing 
project lum ber yard blaze and 
the Indian store fire. 
Beyond 
these two th e loss w as but a little 
higher th an last year. 


PER CAPITA fire loss in 1946 
was 37.49 against 4.28 in 1945 and 
the loss per fire in 1946 averaged 
56.23 against 6.66 in 1945. 
T he chief’s report showed that 
constant 
inspections are 
being 
m ade to p revent fires and that 
m any hazards have been cor­ 
rected due to these inspections. 
E quipm ent on hand is in good 
order, he said as he issued an­ 
other plea for every person to use 
the utm ost precaution to prevent 
fires.

States, 
G reat Britain. Russia and France 
in doing so. The United States 
now is engaged in a reconstruc­ 
tion program in G erm any that 
w ill, in the end, use four billion 
dollars of A m erican money.
